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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

This office action is in response to amendment filed on 2/22/06. Applicant's 
amendment was fully considered. An additional search conducted by the examiner 
shows that claimed two or more power supplies, as amended, for claimed motor 
structure known in the art. 

Examiner maintains the rejection as follows. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the Invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale In this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Stridsberg US # 5,442.250. 

With respect to claims 1-3 Stridsberg discloses an electric motor (see Fig. 5a 
and col. 14. lines 39-68, col. 15, lines 1-48) comprising: 

• A motor having windings connected into star configuration. Wherein each 
of the windings of its electrical phase is divided into two sections and can 
be connected via selective connection switches, as in claim 6; 

• The winding phase are connected in two different ways or reconfigured by 
means of four switching functions illustrated as two single-pole double 
throw units 517 and 518 for phase 1; 527 and 528 fro phase 2; 537 and 
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538 for phase 3, to form a series or parallel connection in star 
configuration, as in claim 4; 
• An "electronic gear box" comprising six electronic switches that can be 
seeing as two power supplies. The first power supply grouped by 
switches 51 1-513, 521-523 and 531-533. The Second power supply 
grouped by switches 512-514. 522-524 and 532-534. The claimed 
selective connection of windings with two or more power supplies 
obtained via connecting device 517 for phase 1 , 527 for phase 2 and 537 
for phase 3, having the same number of connection terminals to be 
connected to the same number of separated windings in each phase as in 
claim 5;. 

With respect to claim 7, see Fig.1 1 , and col. 21 .lines 48-68, for an automatic 
operation of selector switches,
